In the year 1750 A. D., after de­ 
bating th e issue for 168 years, the 
B ritish parliam ent passed an act 
taking eleven days out of the cal­ 
endar, to correct an error m ade by 
J u liu s Caesar. 
T his shift from the Julian to the 
G regorian calendar 
precipitated 
one of th e m ost acute political is­ 
su es in B ritish history. 
O pposi­ 
tion candidates arose, thundering 
in the voice of the people, 
“G ive 
us back our eleven days.” 
P arlia­ 
m ent, they said, had robbed every 
m an, w om an and child in England. 
E leven days had been stolen from 
th eir lives. 
T hey m ust be 
re­ 
stored, and the villain s w ho did it 
m ust be defeated. 
T he cam paign for the recovery 
of th e lost eleven days has stood 
for nearly 200 years as the most 
asinine exh ib it in the history of 
political dem ocracy, 
but it 
has 
been eclipsed in the y ear A. D. 
1940 by th e R epublican campaign 
against the census questions. 
T he agitation against the census 
m ay fairly be said to eclipse the 
campaign for the recapture of the 
eleven days because the English 
voters w ere ignorant of science, 
illiterate and politically unschool­ 
ed, lacking the m arvels of radio 
and the newspapers, and minus the 
long discipline of American politi­ 
cal hokum. 
When Senator Tobey started his 
anti-census cam paign 
over 
the 
radio, his Republican 
associates 
w ere inclined to laugh, thinking, 
perhaps, that Sir Toby Belch had 
returned to earth hunting for some 
new Aguecheek to m ake a fool of. 
W hen they saw how m any were 
ready to be fooled, they began to 
shout as loudly as Senator Tobey 
himself, until they could say of 
poor John Q. Public, in the words 
of Shakespeare’s Sir Toby: “ Why, 
thou hast put him in such a dream, 
that, when the image of it leaves 
him, he must run m ad.” 
Most people think of the census 
sim ply as a count of persons, In 
reality that is a minor m atter. For 
decades-, the chief use of the cen­ 
sus has been for a national attack 
against poverty. 
That may, in one 
census, take the form of question-■ 
about mortgages. 
This year em ­ 
phasis is put on 
unem ployment, 
partial employment and inadequate 
incomes. 
When President Roosevelt 
said 
that one-third of the nation 
wras 
“ ill-fed, ill-clothed and dl-hous- 
ed,” when he said that the WPA 
was needed, and wrhen he guessed 
at the num ber of unemployed. R e­ 
publican critics challenged him to 
take a census of unem ploym ent 
and find out the facts. Without it, 
they said, there would be a waste 
of billions in relief money. 
This year the census is being 
held. 
It seeks the 
m lorm ation 
asked for both by the critics of the 
New Deal and its advocates, in­ 
cluding a query which must fu r­ 
nish the foundation of any 
in­ 
telligent attack on poverty: How 
much wages did the family receive 
last year? 
That question, which goes to the 
heart of the poverty problem in 
America, is singled out for attack 
by Senator Tobey and his collea­ 
gues. 
The answers are made se­ 
cret by law— the same law 
that 
protected farm ers when they told 
Republican 
census takers 
w hat 
their mortgages w ere— but this is 
pictured as a trap. 
The 1940 cen­ 
sus law provides d 60-day 
jail 
sentence for refusal 
to 
answ er 
questions—the same penalty that 
was in the Republican census act 
of 1930—but it is pictured now- as 
th e tyranny of a Roosevelt dic­ 
tatorship. 
In such political strategy there 
are the elements of a triple trag ­ 
edy: 
First, th at political principles of 
a m ajor party sink so low as 
to 
sanction a rc ort to 
such 
dem ­ 
agogy. 
Second, that public intelligence 
is so low as to m ake it worthwhile 
to use the issue. 
Third, that although 
v. e 
may 
feel sure the 
public 
will 
see 
through the gross dishonesty of it 
before the political campaign is 
over, it is likely to w reck the un­ 
employment feature of the census, 
either by causing the Census Bu­ 
reau to abandon the vital 
ques­ 
tions, or by causing too m any peo­ 
ple to refuse to answer. 
Like E nglland’s cam paign cry of 
1750, “Give us back our eleven 
days,” this hullaballoo about the 
1940 census m ay be only 
comic 
relief in th e onw ard m arch of de­ 
m ocracy. 
T he w ay it affects the 
functioning of dem ocracy, and the 
callousness it reveals tow ard the 
plight of those for w hose benefit 
the questions are 
being 
asked, 
suggest a m ore serious im port.— 
St. L ouis Star-Times.

Farmers Should Get 


A A A Lime Soon 


Farm ers who are needing lime 
should not wait too long for lime 
from A A A grants of aid, believes 
New M adrid County Agent H erl- 
inger. 
P rivate arrangem ents may 
be worked out with the producers, 
cr AAA assignments m ay be used. 
The experience of m ost farm ers 
in the county is that at least six 
m onth’s tim e is necessary between 
applying lime and seeding clover. 
H owever, if clover seeding.- must 
be m ade imm ediately the use of 
500 pounds of fine lime per acre, 
plus the regular 
application 
of 
agricultural lime will usually in­ 
sure a stand. 
Alfalfa, the clovers, lespedeza 
and other legume crop, are heavy 
feeders on phosphorus. 
Since a 
good m any soils in the county are 


low in phosphorus, this deficiency 
should be corrected by the use of 
superphosphate or a mixed ferti­ 
lize) high in the middle, such as 
4-16-4. 
Sufficient or. nic. m atter in the 
soil is also nc\ cosary for the best

How to Make a Lawn 


THE SOIL for a lawn should be 
as good as the soil In your flower 
or vegetable garden. Sandy soils 
and heavy clays should have 
one-half inch—at least—of hu­ 
mus well mixed with the top 
three Inches of soil. Apply a 
lawn enricher to all soils, using 
10 lbs. to every 200 sq. feet and 
lightly rake into the top half 
inch of soil.

Try This With Your 
Electric Beater 
By Katharine Fisher

An ancient adage has it that cakes are like bad boys—the more vou 
beat them the better they become. But we have long since learned that 
this isn t true either of cakes or boys. Cakes, however, require a good 
bit of time and effort if they’re made by the spoon method. But the 
electric beater has brought many changes. The best one is that, with an 
electric beater, results can be the same every time if a few simple 
directions are followed. 


Our own Institute cake recipes give directions for mixing both with 
the spoon and electric beater. The electric-beater method for cakes made 
with shortening is very simple. Usually the shorten- 
mg, sugar, and eggs are creamed together at a 
relatively high speed; dry ingredients are added 
alternately with the milk, as rapidly as possible, at 
lowest speed. For light batters, first mix the eggs, 
milk, and melted shortening in the bowl at medium 
speed; then add the sifted dry ingredients at low 
speed. Remember, always pull the plug to disconnect 
your electric beater before you put on or off beater 
blades or other attachments.
